"joker" in the Barkley amendment, 
which would permit the manufacture 
of alcoholic beverages from molasses. 


The Barkley amendment provides 


that: 


The Amendment. 


"Xo person shall use any foods, ma- 


terials or feeds in the production of 
alcohol, except for governmental, in- 
dustrial, scientific, medical, or sacra- 
mental purposes," and Imposes heavy 
penalties. It was considered a bone 
dry law for the country during the 
war, so far as the manufacture of 
alcoholic beverages is concerned. 


Lets Out Molasses.

ing prohibition provisions had been 
written into it.

Which Market Has Been Created 


by the Bureau of Fisheries. 


Uncle Sam's bureau of fisheries, aid- 


ed and abetted by the high cost of liv- 
ing, is rapidly building up a food-fi«ti 
aristocracy In the United States, and 
the latest candidate for admission is 
the sablellsl). which has traveled under 
the alias of "black cod" 
for many 


years. 


The sableflsh has been lifted from 


obscurity In a fashion as sensational 
as the rise of the tileQsh. Five years 
ago the north coast Atlantic fisher- 
men were throwing overboard tons of 
tlleflsh. Today, it brings L'O cents a 
pound, with the supply limited. 


The snblefish was first discovered 


on the Alaskan coast in 1511 by the 
Indians, and the early settlers, noting 
Its superficial appearance, called it 
"black cod." As u matter of fact, the 
sahleiisb. is not of the cod family; it's 
rather of the salmon type. While the 
people of the 1'acific coast were clam- 
oring about the hlph cost of living dur- 
lug>the past few years, the fishermen 
out of San Francisco had been dump- 
Ing overboard thousands of ton.* of the 
flsh, which they regarded as worthless.' 


To obtain the best flavor, sableflsh 


should be purchased "In the frost" nnd 
thawed out. Barbecuing it Is especial- 
ly recommended by the bureau of fish- 
eries to the lovers of beach fish fries. 


The Introduction of the 
sablefish 


marks the fourth important food dish 
discovery of the Ushcries bureau in the 
past five years., 


The tllefish was the first Wl In 


order to introduce tbls fish to the 
American 
housewife. 
Secretary 
of 


Commerce Redfleld personally worked 
out and furthered an advertising cam- 
paign. He ordered the bureau to send 
samples of the fish to a number of 
clubs and hotels about Washington. 
So quickly was the tUeflsh's popular- 
ity attained that dealers In 'Washing- 
ton today cannot keep their supply 
op to demand. 


Another discovery was the greyfish. 


popularly known as dog shark. The 
bureau set to work to eliminate public 
prejudice based on the name "shark."

Robert Fulton and Cyrus Field and 
S. F. B. Morse and others of the regu- 
lar historic "stock"), then I think he 
will find the South as open-minded as 
can be. For lhe sensitiveness of the 
South Is a perfectly natural sensitive- 
ness, which comes of having been ham- 
mered altogether too much. It is time 
that stopped. 


For my part, I hare a dream of a 


national board composed of prominent 
men ot both sections, organized for the 
purpose of improving American school 
histories and of demanding that they 
be intelligent, fair, and free from 
maudlin appeals to national vanity. 


A few foolish people may, perhaps, 


take the attitude that to present facts 
discreditable to the nation Is "unpatri- 
otic." If a historian were to write a 
really frank history today, the sales- 
man for rival books would doubtless 
stoop to such an argument. In this 
connection, however, I am reminded of 
Lord Roberts' campaign for truth and 
preparedness In England. Be was 
called "unpatriotic." But the history 
which has been made since* has proved 
him right, and there is perhaps no fig- 
ure of the past century whose memory 
Is today revered by the British people 
as Is the memory of "Bobs." 


In this country General Wood, ban* 


dlcapped by a war department muzzle, 
has been, like Roberts, a voice crying 
In the wilderness. 


Had history been rightly written for 


our people, there would be no need for 
preparedness campaigns, for the ne- 
cessity of preparedness would be fully 
understood. 


Those who have talked preparedness 


for the last three years have been de- 
rided by the pacifists and their press 
as "hysterical." Or again wehaye been 
told that those who believe the country 
ought to be ready to defend Itself wish 
to sell munitions. Such statements are 
nothing less than vicious lies—lies 
none the less vicious because, In many 
Instances, those who ntter them pre- 
sumably believe them. 


The pacifist argument Is tantamount 


to that of the man who refuses to 
carry on umbrella lest It bring on rain. 
That such an argument can be seri- 
ously considered by our people Is large- 
ly the fault of historians and teachers 
of history who. If they have not delib- 
erately misled the nation, have given 
It half-truths. 


So here we are again, as I write, on 


the verge of war, yet as unready for It 
as we have always been when wart 
have tome.

1916 Was 46 Per Cent Larger 


Than In 1915. 


The production of copper in Michi- 


gan In 1910, as reported by the United 
States geological survey, was 275,- 
692,523 pounds, valued at $67.328,861, 
and that of sltver was 716.640 fine 
•ounces, valued at $471,549, a combined 
value of $67,709,910. This Is an In- 
crease of $21,078.251, or 45 per cent, 
over the value of the output In 1015. 


The average price of copper per 


pound for 1016 was $0.246, compared 
with $0.175 In 1915. The average 
price of sliver for 1916 was $0.658 per 
fine ounce; for 1915 It was $0.507. 
The average value per ton of "rock" 
treated was $5,34, compared 
with 


$3.76 In 1915. 


The smelter production, or the out- 


put of refined copper, In 1916 was 
269.794,531 pounds, which represents 
an Increase of 30,838,121 pounds ov«r 
the smelter production tot 1915.

The first mine opened 
In this district, known as the "Doherty 
mine," Is at Moose creek, a point of 
the Matanuska branch line, 50 miles 
distant by rail from Anchorage. 


A 150-foot shaft sunk there ha* 


exposed a vein of unusually fine coal. 
and 60 tons are turned out every 24 
hoars, even under the present limited 
conditions. . 


This Doterty mine Is operated under 


a special permit Issued by Secretary 
Lane, primarily for the purpose of ob- 
tnlnlng coal needed ns fuel for loco- 
motives, steam shovels and other en- 
gines used In connection with tbe gov- 
ernment work. 


Before the opening of this mine, the 


commission had been Importing such 
coal as they could get from Puget 
nound at a cost of from $10 to $18 per 
ton delivered at Anchorage. Matan- 
n»ka coal now sells at $8 per ton.

Farrand to Tell Story. 


Through the confession of one of 


these men, tbe whereabouts of Far- 
rand was discovered. Farrand, taken 
Into custody by a Montana sheriff, 
agreed to return to Bismarck without 
extradition 
He arrived here about 10 


days ago, and this morning was ar- 
raigned before Judge iNuessle on a 
contempt of court charge, found guilty, 
and, 
In view of the time he already 


has served in jail, relieved from fur 
ther penalties. 


Farrand is now out on bis own reo 


ognlzance to appear Saturday as a 
witness against Flnlayson. His story 
of how he came to go to Montana and 
the manner in which his trip was fin- 
anced is expected to prove interest 
ing. 


Johnson's Confession. 


In his confession Charles Johnson, 


one of tbe other witnesses held for 
contempt, told of having received from 
Flnlayson money with which to buy 
Farrand a ticket to a Montana point; 
described the manner In which the 
deal was framed up for tbe boys by 
>Flnlayson, and alleged that Finlayson, 
after getting Farrand out of the way, 
had counseled the boys to stick by 
their new story. It was because their 
new story convinced Judge Nuessle 
and (State's Attorney McCurdy that 
something was wrong that the two 
boys were thrown Into jail.
